The camp is to be used for the intern- 
ment of anti-Communlsts and Fascists In case the Soviet Zone of 
Austria should be separated from the remainder of Austria,, 

2. Former Camp XVII B in Gneixendorf near Erems was released by the 
Soviets and hat since housed civilians. This camp is also ear- 
marked for use as -m internment camp and, if required, its in- 
habitants will be evacuated, *
